Dinitz tells

Dinitz also pointed out that Is- 
rael was not happy with the 
dJanguage of the aid bill, which ap- 
peared full of praise for Egypt's 
willingness to reach the Sinai ac- 
cord with Israel, but lacking in 
Praise for Israel's concessions. One 
statement which Israe) found parti- 
cularly irritating in the message 
was Ford's assertion that the Ad- 
ministration had dedicated itself to 
‘winning “a Sinal withdrawal” in 
1975, following the achievement of 
the Egypt and Syrian disengage- 
ment agreements in 1974. 

Dinitz again expressed to Kis- 
singer Israel's concern over 
ithe possibility of the U.S. begin- 
ning a military supply relationship 
with Egypt.

According to informed sources, 
Kissinger is said to have reassured 
Dinitz that the start of such arms

Kissinger gave Dinitz a full re- 
view of the Ford-Sadat talks, ac- 
cording to the sources.

Mild rebuke for Toon

WASHINGTON. — The State De- 
partment, anxious not to anger 
President Sadat during his stay 
in the U.S., issued a mild rebuke 
to U.S. Ambassador in israel Mal- 
colm Toon for having criticized the 
Egyptian leader's anti-Zionist re- 
markg made in Washington last 
week. 

Ten U.S. Congressmen, meanwhile, 
have issued a statement declaring 
that they are “profoundly disap- 
pointed by the silence of President 
Ford in the aftermath of the Sadat 
remarks on Zionism.” 

State Department spokesman Ro- 
vert Funseth told reporters on 
Friday that Toon had spoken out 
of turn last week when he criticized 
Sadat’s remarks at the National 
Press Club. Toon was reported to 
have sald that Sadat had embar- 
ragsed the Administration by mak- 
ing such anti-Zionist statements. 
Fa spoke before the Haifa Rotary 

Funseth said that where Toon's 
remarks differed from official U.S. 
policy, they “obviously” do not 
represent the views of the U.S. 
Government. “Obviously,” Funseth 
continued, “he (Toon) was not ins- 
tructed to make these. remarks.” 

But Funseth refused to provide 
a detailed point by point disclosure 
of exactly which of Toon’s remarks 
had misrepresented U.S. policy. 
Since the Sadat outburst against 
Zionism last Monday, the State De- 
partment has refused to comment 
in publie about it. 

Funseth said that this message 
has been sent to Ambassador Toon 
in Tel Aviv."“The Department has 
conveyed to him what I have con- 
veyed to you,” the spokesman said. 
The Congressmen, including Ben- 
amin Rosenthal {D-NY}, Robert 
Drinan (D-Mass.) and Phillip Bur- 
ton (D-Calif.), called Sadat’s state- 
ment “virulently anti-Semitic.” 


The Congressmen said "For a 
man who claims to be a recent 
convert to the cause of peace, he 
(Sadet) has 8. strange way of 
expressing his newfound creed. Mr. 
Saadt’s comments that the Jews of 
Egypt ‘had our economy in their 
hands up Hill 1950 or more’ not 
only distorts Egyptian history but 
also recalls the more blatant, though 
no less vicious, charges by Jew- 
baiters and -haters throughout his- 
tory.

June 1974 visit to Egypt and Is- 
rael, the U.S. promised to supply 
identical reactors to both states. 
Until recently, however, negotiations 
have been bogged down because of 
initial Israeli objections to rather 
stringent inspection procedures pro. 
posed by the U.S. 

For example, there had been a 
proposal that all existing nuclear 


‘facilities in Israel, including the 


Dimona plant, be allowed to be 
imspected by America. Israel, ob- 
viously, rejected this proposal. 

In the expected U.S.-Egyptian 
agreement, the U.S. is said to de. 
mand only inspection for U.S.-sup- 
plied stations, thus leaving the door 
open for an eventual agreement with 
Israel, including identical language.

Egypt had threatened to go to 
other sources, specifically France, to 
purchase a similar nuclear reactor 
for use, if the negotiations 
with the U.S. continued to flounder.

Talks between Spain and Morocco 
came to a_ standstill Thursday, 
pending a UN decision by the Secu- 
rity Council. However, it seemed 
highly unlikely that the council 
would reach a decision by this 
Thursday, the deadline set by 
Morocco’s King Hassan I for the 
march he has been organizing. 

Preparations for the march on 
Spanish Sahara by 350,000 Moroc- 
cans continued yesterday, wit ae 
King moving his temporary ι- 
quarters from Marrakesh to Agadir 
— bringing him within 450 kms. of 
the border. 

While Algeria has made no terri- 


torial claims on the western Sahara, 
it bas long endorsed self-determina- 
tion for the area's 75,000 residents, 
and has strongly stated that both 
Moreeco and Mauritania claims on 
the territory were not valid.

Brazilian cardinal suggests 
army killed Jewish editor 


SAO PAULO. — A Braziltan cardi- 
nal on Friday suggested before 
15,000 people at a cathedral service 
that a leading Jewish journalist, 
who died in a military prison after 
interrogation, may have been killed. 

Cardinal Paulo Evaristo Arns, 
speaking at the ecumenical service 
for 38-year-old Vladimir Herzog, 
declared: “Those who stain their 
hands with blood are damned." He 
also repeated the commandment 
“Thou shalt not kill.” 

The Sao Paulo Second Army 
said last Monday that Herzog, a 
television news editor, had hanged 
himself with a piece of cloth after 
“confessing” to being a member 
of the banned Communist Party. 

But the journalist, whose death 
has caused deep unrest here, was 
buried in the main part of the 
Jewish cemetery — and not in a 
separate plot as Jewish law de- 
mands for suicides. 

In a short interview, the Cardi- 
nal'’s secretary said, “The (Roman 
Catholic) Church, officially, does 
mot accept the suicide version of 
Herzog’s death since we celebrated 
this ecumenical service for his 
eternal rest, which is prohibited to 
be celebrated for suicides.”

— A 
psychiatrist told a murder trial on

Patty had matured noticeably during the summer 


.of her conversion to the SLA. She read history books 


on the early days of the labour movement and 
practised the art of disguise. She seldom complained, 
and had the half-joking enthusiasm of the daredevil. 
But the six farmhouse residents were anxious to 
leave Pennsylvania behind. Soon, they were on the 
road, and Patty was returning to the San Francisco 
Bay area where she had grown up, been kidnapped 
and converted to armed fugitive.

JACK’S CONVERSATION with 
Patty on the farmhouse porch 
renewed his interest in writing 
an SLA book. The fugitives 
okayed the idea and work began. 
But soon the two sides were lock- 
ed in deep political acrimony. 

Jack was irritated by the 
military drills that had become a 
part of the fugitives’ daily 
routine. They spent 30 minutes 
taking target practice with a gun 
they'd found in the barn. And 
they practised on the makeshift 
obstacle course they'd set up in 
the farmhouse. They crept under 
chairs and leaped across the 
dining-room table while ducking 
imaginary bullets. 

Patty aleo had a habit of scan- 
ning the “‘New York Times" 
with a felt-tip pen, x-ing out pic- 
tures of political enemies. Since 
the fugitives had no weapons 
they made no plans to carry out 
political executions. But they did 
not rule out the chance they'd 
return to such tactics in the 
future. 

‘“‘Whenever people feel psy- 
chologically ready to pick up the 
gun, they should do it,’ Emily 


argued. 
Micki said she understood but 
couldn't agree. ‘‘In order for 


revolution to succeed, it needs 
mass support. And right now the 
masses of people do not support 
armed struggle.” 

Bill tried to minimize such 
political differences in an effort 
to recruit the Scotts as.fellow un- 
derground soldiers. ‘‘We'd like 
you to join us as permanent 
members of the SLA. We can 
work out our differences."" But 
the Scotts refused. Jack was 
adamant. He wanted no part of 
the SLA if they were going to 
re-arm themselves. 

The argument continued for 
days. Bil) and Emily defended 
the assassination of Oakland 
school superintendent Marcus 
Foster. The Scotts contended 


counter revolutionary because it 


had outraged a vast majority-of 


or people in Oakland. The 
Harrises conceded that it had 
been a public relations 
boomerang. But they continued 
to defend the killing as a 
revolutionary action — and they 
accused the Scotts of being 
bourgeois. 
The bickering had soured in- 
terest in the book and reopened a 
rift between the Scotts and the 
fugitives. Both sides agreed that 
the fugitives should leave the 
farmhouse by September 1, the 
day the lease expired. 


JACK BEGAN SEARCHING for 
ἃ new project. In early August 
Portland basketball star Bill 
Walton called him in New York 
with an invitation to visit 
Oregon. Walton had read Scott’s 
books and shared his philosophy 
about sports. The two had cor- 
responded for two years but had 
never met. 

Since meeting the fugitives 
Jack had heard nothing but 
eriticism of his past work in 
sports. Now he felt psyched up 
again; Walton was living proof 
that radicalism and sports were 


not m exclusive. He 
accepted Walton’s-invitation and 
flew to Portland. 


The two hit it off immediately. 
They hiked around the Oregon 
back country, talking about the 
upcoming season, vegetarian 
diets and the role of radical 
athletes. Walton, however, knew 
nothing of the Pennsylvania 
farmhouse and Jack decided to 
leave it that way. After a week 
Walton invited Jack and Micki to 
share his house. 

Back in New York, Jack con- 
ferred with Micki. She agreed. 
They would move to Portland 
and live and work with Walton. 
But first they had to untangle 
themselves from the un- 
derground. 

Even though several people 
with underground connections 
knew the Scotts were harbouring 
the SLA fugitives, no one had 
offered to help. 

So the Harrises drove to phone 
booths in a nearby town where 
they called friends on the West 
Coast, all from pay phones and 


' to pay phones. The West Coast 


friends, whom Bill named the 
“new team," were willing to 
help. Everything would be 
arranged — transportation, 
money, even a ploy to distract 
police attention. 

The Harrises brought back 
the news. ‘These people are 
heavy revolutionaries,"’ Bill 
pointedly told the Scotts. 


In ἃ couple of days 


‘Door-to-Door Collection Day + 


“They've really got it together. 
They want to be part of our un- 
it." 

The new team included Kathy 
Soliah, the friend of Angela 
Atwood's who had helped the 
fugitives in Berkeley, and 
Soliah’s brother, Steve. Like 
many SLA sympathizers, the 
Soliahs had been outraged by the 
L.A. shootout. During the 
summer they had talked to other 
Berkeley area radicals who 
believed that the SLA's guerrilla 
tactics should be resumed — 
perhaps by bombing carefully 
selected targets. 

The Harrises were anxious to 
rejoin people who shared their 
belief in political violence. They 
felt contempt for the Scotts’ skit- 
tishness — and no longer 
bothered to conceal! it. 


THE SIX farmhouse residents 
were anxious to leave Penn- 
sylvania behind. The Scotts 
packed the van they'd just 
bought, closed down their New 
York apartment and waited for 
the new team to arrive for the 
fugitives. 

September 1 came and went. 
The SLA members began to 
worry. Bill drove to a pay phone 
and called the West Coast.

was told. ‘Give us a few more 
days."" 

The delay meant that the 
Scotts had to extend the 
farmhouse rent for another 
month. In 811, the Scotts 
calculated, the SLA had now cost 
them almost half the $40,000 
they'd received in settlement 
from Oberlin. 

Jack's patience was at anend. 
He said his goodbyes and flew to 
Portland. Micki planned to 
follow in the van. Pro basketball 
camp opened in a month and 
Jack wanted to spend September 
with Walton and to begin work 
op his autobiography. It was 
time to resume his own career. 

A week passed. The fugitives 
were still at’ the..farm..-The.. 
Harrises and Patty were begin- 
ning to quarrel, their worry spill- 
ing out into petty disputes. 


PATTY was more patient than 
the others. She had matured 
noticeably over the summer. 
She'd dropped “‘pig’’ from her 
daily vocabulary. She had spent 
long hours reading history 
books, especially on the early 
days of the labour movement in 
the U.S. She was quiet; she 
stopped x-ing the ‘“‘New York 


. Times”; she seemed to be 


preparing for a long-term life in 
the un id. 

Each day Patty practised 
walking with a pillow stuffed un- 
der her dress, disguised as a 
pregnant teenager. Throughout 
the summer the fugitives had 
studied the art of disguise, 
reading books on techniques for 
dyeing and styling hair, affec- 
ting Hsps and limps, attaching 
artificial moles, scars and tat- 
toos, wearing reversible clothes. 

But the preparation seemed 


beside the point — their West. 


Coast friends were having se- 
cond thoughts. Finally, Bil} in- 
sisted that the new team level 
with him about its problems. 
Reluctantly they explained the 
hitch: Patty Hearst. 

Wendy and the Harrises were 
okay. But the new team did not 
want the “‘Newsweek” cover girl 
to be in the car when they 
entered the territories of 
highway patrolmen, tol] atten- 
dants, motel managers, gas sta- 
tion operators and restaurant 
cashiers who regulate a cross- 
country automobile trip. If Patty 
could get to the West Coast by 
herself, they told Bill, they would 
provide her a hiding place, but 
she was on her own until then. 

Jack also was getting 
agitated. He wanted Micki to 
meet Walton before the basket- 
ball season opened. But she 
couldn't leave until the fugitives 
‘were gone. 

Then came a phone call from 
Pennsylvania to Oregon. ‘‘We 
need your help again." Bill's 
voice sounded urgent. '‘We need 
you to drive a friend across 
country. No one else will do it.”” 
If Patty were ever to leave the 
farm, it seemed, Jack would 
have to drive the getaway car. 
He hesitated. 

The risks were incalculable. 
And his first trip with Patty was 
a bad memory. 

But Patty had changed over 
the summer. She seldom com- 
plained — and never about 
physical discomforts. And she 


had the half-joking enthusiasm 
of a daredevil that Jack ad- 
mired.

Pat- 
ty groaned and turned her face 
to the side window.

In Iowa their worst fears 
came true. A state patrolman 
turned on his flasher and motion- 
ed their speeding car to the 
highway shoulder. Jack didn’t 
give the trooper a chance to walk 
to the van. He swung open the 
van door and sprinted back to 
the patrol car. 

“Sorry, officer, I guess I got a 
little excited about Iowa winning 
today.

But she was 
dedicated to her new beliefs and 
she still called herself Tania. 

Jack embraced Patty, hugg- 
ing her hard, and said good-bye. 

The date was September 27, 
1974. Twelve months later he 
would see her again in a San 
Francisco courtroom.

Low labour costs 


Relatively low labour costs, Tlan 
explains.

This means that, on the American 
market, his operation can be com- 
petitive. (It is much more difficult to 
re-ship to the an market, 
because of the double transport costs 
— and everything is sent by air; but 
to America, European fabrics must 
in any case be imported.) 

Simple economic mechanisms 
far from the whole story. “I think 
give unusual service to our 
customers,” says Ilan. “‘We don't set 
any ‘minimum’ on orders, and are 
just as concerned about our smaller 
customers as our big ones. This way 
is also safer. We don’t have all our

Tan produces his rules for 
success: “First, never go to sleep. 
That is, always ke alert for changes. 
You can’t keep sliding along on the 
same fabrica and styles. We've been 
doing blouses; now we've expanded 
into two-piece sets — blouse plus 
skirt — and dresses. The same holds 
for fabrics. We started our romance 
with Swiss cotton knits over a year 
ago — and pure cotton is what the 
Americens want, because It's 580 
Pleasant to wear — but now we'll be 
using new ,, Swiss voile, for in- 
stance. And it's not enough to 
receive samples from manufac- 
turers abroad: if you go there, 
you're likely to uncover new and in- 
teresting things on the spot.'” (Ilan, . 
who literally grew up in fashion, 
handies the buying and manufac- 
turing; Yossi, who has worked in 
other loca! fashion firms, is in 
charge of sales. ‘But we each know 
just exactly what the other ts doing 
— that's absolutely necessary.’*) 


THE PRESENT LINE is bated 
mostly on women’s shirts, cut along 
classic lines, though some have been 
softened, in those beautifully printed 
soft cotton knits. Some team up with 
skirts; and the dresses are simply 
styled, but cut to fall softly, in ways 
that make use of the supple fabric. 
For these, American women pay 
around $25 to $80 for the shirts, $60 to 
$70 for the sets, $50 to $60 for the 
dresses. The day of my visit, half a 
ton of shirts — 2,200 pleces — had 
just been air-shipped to America. 

Local fabrics may be used oc- 
easlonally, but by and large cannot 
compete with European offerings. 
To his regret, Nan observes that this 
is due not only to the nature of the 
machines used but also to the worker 
attending them,‘‘an attitude of 
responsibility we just don’t have.” 
Then there is the unreliability of 
Joca] deliveries: ‘Sometimes I will 
place an order at the same time for 
Jocal goods and foreign ones — and 
the foreign ones will arrive first. In 
Switzerland, you know something 
will be shipped on the day promised. 
If this can’t be done, it’s infinitely 
better to say so..." 

No photographs are available for 
the current line, and obviously they 
haven't been necessary. But ‘Adam 
and Eve" is thinking of ways to start 
supplying the loca] market and then 
there will be photographs. ‘‘Perhaps 
we'll have something in two months. 
But two months in the fashion field — 
that seems such a terribly long

LONDON (AP). — Anew club of iron 
ore exporting countries set up shop 
in London last week with of 
forcing up world prices. The aim of 
some leading members is to copy the 
methods used by the cartel of oil- 
producing nations, known as the oil 
Peeing. exporting countries 

(OPEC). it a split already has 
developed between such hardliners 
and more moderate states which 
would prefer a fair balance of in- 
terests between producers and con- 
gumers. 

The seven founder members of 
APEF (the French imitials of the new 
association) are Algeria, Venezuela, 
Australia, India, Chile, Mauritania 
and Peru. Tunisia and Sierra Leone 
8150 have joined and intensive 
backstage efforts are under way to 
pull other ers in. These would 
include Brazil, Canada and Sweden. 

. Although iron ore deposits are 
widely distributed over the world's 
surface, four nations account actual- 
ly for most of the world’s exports — 
Australia, Brazil, India and

to be as powerful as OPEC if only 
because of internal differences. In- 
dia, Algeria and Venezuela, for in- 
stance, have been pressing in 
private for an OPEC-type cartel.

World distribution of 
yaw materials dooms 


cartel idea

HAIFA. ~— The attempt to set up an 
international cartel of Raw Material 
Exporters, on the model of OPEC, is 
doomed to failure, in the opinion of 
Dr. Morris Cohen, Institute 
Professor of Materials Science and 
Engineering at M.I.T. Professor 
Cohen, who is in Israel for a series of 
lectures at the Technion, under the 
auspices of M.I.T. and the 
Technion's joint Jacob Kurtz 
Memorial Lecturship in Materials, is 
an internationally recognized expert 

in metals and materials. 

In an interview with The 
Jerusalem Post he said such a cartel 
would not work because raw 
materials are too widely distributed 
through many countries, and science 
and technology makes it possible to 
develop many substitutes. 4s the 
latest example, he cites the new field 
of fibre optics now being developed, 
which will in future replace the 
copper: wires now needed for 
telephone connections by fibres, “411 
statistics show that no effective raw 
material cartel is possible, and in- 
deed even OPEC which has been 
running such an effective cartel is 
seeing its hold evaporate." 

Millions of tons of oil tankers are 
already \aid up, due to the retrench- 
ment in oil consumption, he noted, 
and as more countries start produc- 
ing oil from wells already recovered, 
OPEC's monopoly, too, will no 
longer be effective. 

Prof. Cohen is a firm believer in 
the “‘muscle theory" school regar- 
ding raw materials, rather than the 
“cherry bowl" school. According to 
the latter, the earth's resources of 
material, like the quantity of 
cherries in a bowl, are finite, and the 
more humanity consumes the less 
will be left. The “‘muscle’’ schoo) 
holds that, like muscles, raw 
materials develop the more they are 
used. 

“Evidence shows that the muscle 
theory is the right one. For example, 
statistics prove that the materials 
most used are the ones most dis- 
covered, because the more their 
price is pushed up by demand, the 
more prospectors go after them, and 
lower value ores become a profitable 
Proposition, too,"" he said. 

"IT do agree that the earth's 
resources are finite. But I see them 
as finite in the sense that the energy 
of the sun is finite. Humanity run- 
ping out of materials is just not a 
problem,” he said. ‘‘Materials are 
not scarce and the earth is not run- 
ning out of them, with a very few ex- 
ceptions. But they must be sensibly 
managed." : 


“ Science and technology, which 
have shown their ability to develop 
substitutes, are in the long run as im- 
portant 85 discovering new raw 
materia) reserves, he believes, 
because they will be able to provide 
‘substitutes for any material that will 
run out. For this reason, he con- 
siders education an extremely im- 
portant link in the material cycle.

During the Second World War, 


Prof. Cohen, 54, was Associate’ 


Director of the Manhatten Project 
for the development of the Atom 
Bomb at M.I.T., where nuclear fuels 
and nuclear materia] processing 
were studied and developed. He has 
been honoured by many countries 
for his work in metallurgy and 
materials. 

Cohen noted that OPEC had had 
such a successful run as a cartel, 
because oi] was concentrated in only 
a few countries, was very tightly 
controlled and had been so cheap 
that it had infiltrated into every 
facet of life. “‘We were oil addicted,” 
he notes. But now, thanks in large 
measure to OPEC having driven up 
the price and sounded a warning by 
its embargo during the Yom Kippur 
War, new oilfields have been dis- 
covered and much research on sub- 
stitute fuels has been started, which, 
he believed, would endanger OPHC’s 
survival as a monopoly. 


’ Jacob Kurtz, who died a year ago, 
was a pioneer in metallurgy in the 
U.S., where he was brought by his 
parents as a four-year-old child from 
Poland. The lectureship in his name 
was established by his family. ‘‘The 
M.LT. was very happy to establish 
this link with the Technion, as we 
want to know more about Israel's 
educational process. It fs much 
easier for us to talk to and unders- 
tand Israel than the other developing 
countries, to many of which we ex- 
tend aid,’ Professor Cohen said. He 
noted that a lot of petrodollars were 
now going to M.LT., “but we shall 
certainly not stand for any curtail- 
ment of our ties with Israel as a 
result. We shall not stand for any 
restrictions,” he stressed. 


Shipowners liable 
for piloted vessels 


IN THE SUPREME COURT 
SITTING AS COURT OF CIVIL 
APPEALS 5

THE SUPREME COURT dismissed 
an appeal against a judgment of the 
Haifa District Court delivered on . 
September 5, 1971 (in C.C. 1417/70). 

A vessel owned by El Yam Ltd. 

caused damage in Ashdod harbour to 
ἃ lighter owned by the Ports Authori- 
ty and insured by the Yuva! In- 
surance Company. The Ports 
Authority andthe Insurance Com- 
pany sued the owners of the ship and 
her master for damages. The owners 
of the ship claimed, however, that as 
at the time the collision with the 
lighter occured the ship was being 
piloted into harbour, the pilot was 
therefore responsible for the 
damage. 
The Haifa District Court found 
that the pilot had not been negligent 
and that in any case the shipowners 
were liable under section 2 of the 
Damage By Vessels Under Pilotage 
Ordinance, 1939. 

This section provides that: 
withstanding anything contained 
in any Ottoman law or in any other 
law or ordinance the owner or 
master of any vessel under pilotage, 
whether compulsory or otherwise, 
shall be answerable for any loss or 
damage caused by the vessel or by 
any fault of the navigation of the 
vessel.”" 

In the appeal against the District 
Court decision to the Supreme Court, 
Mr. R. Navat appeared for the 
appellants and Mr. I. Zysman for the 


respondents. 


JUDGMENT 

Justice Witkon, who delivered the 
main judgment of the Supreme 
Court, said that prima facie one 
could construe section 2 of the 
Damage By Vessels Under Pilotage 
Ordinance in two ways: As meaning 
that the owner of any vessel under 
Ppilotage is absolutely liable for any 
damage caused by that vessel, or 
alternatively, that the owner of a 
vessel is vicariously lable for the 
negligence of the pilot as if the pilot 
were his employee, and if the pilot 
were not negligent then the owner of 
the vessel would not be answerable 
for any loss or damage caused. 
However, he held, although an ex- 
amination of the historical 
antecedents of this section would 
seem to weight the balance in favour 
of the latter construction, he had 
nevertheless come to the conclusion 
that the mandatory legislator had in- 
tended the former construction to be 
the operative one. As the appellants 
in the present case were absolutely 
Hable for damage caused by their 
ship while under pilotage, therefore 
the District Court had rightly made 
painatte tee tue dnina the eorts 
ity for the damage caused to. 

the latter's fighter. And as to the 


* question of whether the appellants 


could claim indemnity from the 
pilot, this did not arise in the present 
case as the District Court had found 
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that the pilot had not been negligent. 
The appeal shouid, therefore, be 
dismissed. : ᾿ 


Φασίῖοε Berinson 

In concurring that the appeal 
should be dismissed, Justice Berin- 
gon declared that he had no hesita- 
tion whatsoever in thinking that a 
provision of law should be inter- 
preted literally, in so far as possible, 
and that the courts should not seek 
out far-fetched constructions that 
were not consistent with the letter of 
the law. This, he stressed, was 8 fim- 
damental and primary principle of 
interpretation and unless it led to ab- 
surdities should be meticulously 
observed. 


In the case of section 2 of the 
Damage By Vessels Under Pilotage 
Ordinance, he continued, it is true 
that its literal interpretation produc- 
ed an unusual result, but its wording 
was 80 Clear as to warrant no other 
interpretation. As to the unusual 
result, it was not so much that the 
literal interpretation makes the 
owner of ἃ vesse] absolutely liable 
for all damage caused by his vessel 
while under pilotage, but that it also 
makes the master of the vessel 
liable, although he Is not in complete 
control of his ship while it is under 
pilotage. For although, in theory, 8 
pilot acts only as adviser to the 
master of a vessel, and the ultimate 
responsibility for navigating the ship 
still remains with the latter, in ac- 
tual practice a master of a ship 
would in the usual course of events 
have no alternative but to take the 
pilot's “advice.” And it is just when 
doing so that he is made absolutely 
Viable for any damage caused by his 
vessel as a result of an error of a 
navigation, even when the pilotage 
takes place outside the confines of 
the harbour. 

In short, the very act of taking on 
a pilot, whether this is compulsory or 
not under the law, transforms the 
nature of a ship-owner’s — and 
master's — liability for damage 
from ordinary tortious liability to ab- 
solute liability — which can 
sometimes produce anomalous con- 
sequences. 


But if the mandatory legislature 
elected to use language whose or- 
dinary meaning leaves no room for 
doubt that the intention was to im- 
pose absolute liability, and if the con- 
sequences of this intefpretation are 
not completely absurd, then the 
courts have no alternative, held 
Justice Berinson, but to accept this 
interpretation, and leave it to the 
Knesset to make changes in the law 
if it deems it fit to do so. 

Justice Kister concurred with his 
“Colleagues. ᾿

New accord on cocoa prices 


GENEVA (UPI). — The world's 
major producers and consumers of 
cocpa, with the exception af the U.S., 
Sunday approved a new three-year 
international agreement on cocoa 
prices. The agreement, to enter into 
force when the current arrangement 
expires Sept. 30 next year, fixes the 
minimum price for cocoa at 39 U.S. 
cents (11.2.18) per pound and the 
maximum price at 55 cents (113.85).

THE U.S. Administration’s determined and unswerving effort 
to present Mr. Sadat to American public opinion 48 8. moderate 
and statesmanlike ally-in-the-making is not surprising. The 
energetic image-building was expected as part of the Egyptian 
ruler’s visit to America. Te, ᾿ ἢ 

Nor is it surprising to see the Administration seeking to 
cover up, or make good, some lapses in Mr. Sadat’s own per- 
formance. There is plainly too much at stake for the Ford 
Administration to allow Mr. Sadat's anti-Jewish aberration 
last Monday, or his general failure to impress in public ap- 
pearances, to hamper the triumphal atmosphere of the visit — 
and the concrete advantages for both Egypt and the U-S. that 
it presages. ἔχ 

The Sadat visit is, after all, the vindication of two years of 
diligently pursued Kissingerian’ diplomacy. It portends — if 
all goes well — an accelerated swing by Egypt away from 
the Soviet embrace and inte the Western fold.

A FEW WEEKS AGO, a 
Jerusalem friend, who lived for 
many years in Egypt, was look- 
ing through some old papers and 
came across a booklet in French 
entitled ‘‘Relations between 
Egyptians and Jews."' Written 
by an Egyptian Moslem Arab 
called Tewfik Soliman Abou 
Heif, it appeared in Alexandria 
in 1939. Its contents are now of 
particular interest and even 
poignancy today in the light of 
President Sadat's comments in 
Washington about the role of 
Jews in the Egyptian economy. 

The motivation for this book 
seems to have been both attacks 
on “Jewish compatriots’ in the 
Arab press and the surfacing of 
intensive Nazi anti-Semitic 
propaganda in Egypt in the late 
1980s. Nazi agents were dis- 
seminating brochures and books 
directed against the Jews and 


“THE JEWS," wrote About Heif, 
“are the agents of Egyptian 
national prosperity.'’ They 
played a role in banking: in 
some cases, they took the in- 
itiative in establishing banks; 
but other banks, with no Jewish 
representation, voluntarily and 
in their own interests sought to 
bring in Jews to profit from their 
ability and experience. Thanks 
to Egyptian Jews, heavy in- 
dustries such as copper works 
and chemicals made great 
strides. It was a Jew called 
Henry Blattner who was respon- 
sible for mining manganese 
deposits in Sinai. 

Jews were also ‘'the nerve 
system of Egyptian commerce" 
and were responsible for the ef- 
ficient distribution of goods. 
They built up the export market, 
including the aspects of naviga- 
tion and transport, and on the 
other hand promoted the import

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ties — of “containing” the Soviets, of broadening American 
power and prestige in the Arab world, even of establishing a 
strategic presence close to the Suez Canal. Moreover, the 
burgeoning relationship with Egypt could, in Kissinger’s view, 
provide Washington with a useful basis for engineering 8 
settlement of the Arab-Israel conflict, an historic pan 
Americana. 

With all this in prospect, Washington would obviously do its 
utmost to make Mr. Sadat feel welcome and well-disposed. 
Hence the effort to damp down reaction to his faux-pas, hence, 
perhaps too the nip at the expected aid package to Israel and 
the last-minute reminder that most of the aid will have to 
be paid back, some day. 

But the upbraiding which Ambassador Toon received at the 
hands of the State Department spokesman was a striking de- 
parture reflecting Washington's extreme sensitivity towards 
Sadat. 

Mr. Toon, after all, has been as “even-handed” here as his 
bosses back home. No one could accuse him of over-indulging 
his host country in his public pronouncements. 

In his Haifa address last week he merely stated the ob- 
vious: that Mr. Sadat’s scurrilous attack on Jews had em- 
barrassed the U.S. 

It was the very least an American ambassador to Israel 
could have said on the subject. He should have been instructed 
to say it, Failing that, he should have been congratulated for 
saying it. 

Instead, he was upbraided in a way which unnecessarily com- 
promises the Administration's wish to make Sadat welcome in 


Egypt,” he wanted to put the 
record straight and describe just 
how much Jews had contributed 
to the development of modern 
Egypt. 

He did not seek to play down 
the Jewish economic role in 
Egypt. There was no question of 
Jews “controlling"' anything — 
but the fact he stressed was that 
their economic activity had 
made a disproportionate con- 
tribution to Egyptian progress. 
Moreover, the fact that Jews oc- 
ecupied positions of economic 
significance was no slur on their 
loyalty to the country: indeed 
they had a long tradition of such 
loyalty, he pointed out, going 
back to Joseph in the days of the 
Pharaohs. He paid tribute to 
their “extraordinary energy," 
and added: ‘This is why they 
are highly thought of and 
respected in Egypt." 

Abou Heif went on to describe 
in detail the contribution of Jews 
to the development of Egyptian 
industry. Egypt. he explained, 
was an agricultural country and 
until after World War One had 
hardiy any industry. It was 


They also had an important 
position in the professions and 
were credited with much of the 
progress of medicine in Egypt. 
One of Cairo’s key architects, 
Max Edrei, was a Jew and Abou 
Heif found Jewish architects 
responsible for much that was 
beautiful in Cairo and Alexan- 
dria. He also noted that an Egyp- 
tian Jew, Leon Castro, was one 
of the outspoken advocates of 
Egyptian nationalism in his 
newspaper ‘'La Liberté."’ 

Abou Heif commented 
on developments in Palestine at 
the time and stated that the 
opposition of the Egyptian 
government to Zionism 
stemmed largely from their fear 
of the Jews making Palestine an 
economic rival to Egypt.
